I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Report  on  the  health  and  sanitary  conditions 
of  your  Area- 

SECTION  A.  Statistics  and  Social  Conditions  of  the  Area 

The  Area  of  your  District  is  15,652  acres. 

The  estimated  resident  Population  is  3,909. 

The  number  of  inhabited  houses  is  1,198. 

The  Rateable  Value  is  £15,293,  which  produces  a  Penny  Rate,  £62  :  16  :  0  nett.

The  North  Riding  Laboratory,  Scarborough,  undertakes  all  necessary  work. 
hospitals. 

There  is  no  change  in  former  arrangements. 

Ambulance  Facilities. 

The  Motor  Ambulance  continues  to  be  of  the  greatest  service  to  the  community. 
Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres. 

No  alteration  has  been  made  in  former  arrangements.

Shops  and  Offices. 

One  statutory  notice  with  regard  to  ventilation  of  W.C.  apartment  was  complied 


with. 


Smoke  Abatement. 

No  nuisance  exists  from  smoke  in  this  district. 

Swimming  Baths  and  Pools. 

The  public  swimming  bath  owned  by  the  Council  is  no  longer  in  use.  There  are 
no  other  swimming  baths  or  pools. 

Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs. 

No  cases  of  Bug  infestation  have  been  discovered-  Occasional  flea  infestations 
have  been  dealt  with  by  spraying  and  fumigation. 

Meat  and  other  Foods. 

Two  carcases  have  been  returned  to  the  central  slaughter  house  as  unfit  for  human 
consumption  together  with  smaller  amounts  of  meat  and  offals. 

There  has  been  a  fair  amount  of  tinned  foods  condemned  but  some  of  this  was  from 
Ministry  of  Food  depots  and  a  good  proportion  of  the  other  was  due  to  damaged  tins  caused 
by  rough  handling  in  transit.  The  bulk  of  the  remainder  of  condemned  foodstuffs  was 
bacon,  ham  and  cheeses. 

General. 

Salvage  and  other  emergency  war  duties  still  take  up  a  good  deal  of  the  departments 
time,  but  the  fact  that  so  much  combustible  material  is  collected  as  salvage  and  no  longer 
finds  its  way  to  the  refuse  tip  is  reflected  in  the  condition  of  the  tip  and  the  heavier  and 
more  concentrated  nature  of  the  refuse. 

The  Newbridge  water  supply  failed  during  the  year  but  by  an  arrangement  with 
the  military  who  reciprocated  for  services  rendered,  towns  water  was  led  by  military  water 
trucks  for  a  time  to  the  cottages,  and  afterwards  the  council  continued  this  service  until  the 
water  regained  its  level.

New  Cases  and  Mortality  during  1943  : —  No  new  cases  occurred  and  there  were  no  deaths 
throughout  the  year.
